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1 . I am a named inventor on the above-captioned United States patent application.

3. I conceived the idea of the claimed invention in approximately June, 1996, when I 
was reading an article in a computer magazine that I bought at the airport. I was reading the 
article as I was flying to San Jose for a 1-day business trip unrelated to my idea. The article 
discussed the future of Intemet advertising and the use of "banner" ads.

5. On September 5, 1996, 1 demonstrated the claimed invention to Mr. Ronny 
Haraldsvik and to Mr. Wayne Mojes, by using a laptop computer to execute the software 
embodying the claimed invention. I initially contacted Mr. Haraldsvik when I was attempting to 
sell him print advertising space in Financial World Magazine for which I was then employed. At 
the time, I understood Mr. Haraldsvik to be an authorized representative of Asian Advertisers / 
USA, and I understood Mr. Moles to be Mr. Haraldsvik*s associate. I was seeking advice as to a 
possible market of my idea. 

6. Prior to the demonstration, I secured Mr. Haraldsvik's signature on a non- 
disclosure agreement, a true and correct executed copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit A. 

7. The demonstration would cause an HTML advertisement to appear on the screen 
in response to a user's request for an HTML page other than that of the advertisement. The 
advertisement would appear for a period of time, and thereafter would be replaced by the HTML 
page that the user originally requested. Further, I was able to demonstrate if a user submitted a 
second request for the same HTML page, after having already submitted the first request and after 
already having received the HT^^ advertisement in response to the first request as stated above, 
then the user would receive the HTML page requested and would not receive the advertisement 
page a second time. 

8. I do not have a copy of the original software code that was in the laptop conqjuter 
used to demonstrate the claimed invention, because the code has changed many times since then.

1 . I am currently Senior Director of Marketing Strategy with Flarion Technologies. 

2. On or about August or September, 1996, when I was Senior Account Supervisor 
of Asian Advertisers / USA, I was contacted by Mr. Thomas Amdn, who attempted to sell me 
print advertising space in Financial World Magazine. Mr. Wayne Moles was the General 
Manager of our company at that time. 

3. On September 5, 1996, Mr. Amon demonstrated a software product to me and to 
Mr. Moles, as described herein. I understood he was presenting the software to us for the purpose 
of inquiring as to whether we might be interested in such service on behalf of our clients, if such 
a service was to become available. 

4. The demonstration on September 5, 1996 was performed using a stand-alone 
laptop computer without Internet access. 

5. . Prior to the demonstration, I signed a non-disclosure agreement at the request of 
Mr. Amon. 

6. The demonstration would cause an HTML advertisement to appear on the screen 
in response to a user's request for an HTML page other than that of the advertisement. The 
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advertisement would appear for a period of time, and thereafter would be replaced by the 
HTML page that the user originally requested. Further, it was explained that if a request was
